The Fall Exhibition of the Pme Motti-
cultural Society opened to.day in the of the so-
clety, on B sireet, below Walout display,
though most gorgeous at the hour of opening, pro-
miken o be even better hiomh evening, wnen the
Inrge crowd of visitors I8 to be expected. (mrinf1 to
the perishable nature of the ob exhlbllet‘ll, thelr
arrival 18 delayed until the last moment, and then
thelr great number prevents them from belng set
and arranged properly in a short time.

But even allowing for this drawback, the display
was as creditable to the gociety as any which it has
ever given, if not more so, When the additional at-
tractions of the ew.mlnr are added, with the increase
in the number of articles and the improvement in
arrangement, the exhibition will undoubtedly be far
superior to anything Pnilacelphia hasg geen before,

Une cause of this superfority I8 the conditlon of
the frait crop this season, which s sald to be the
|argest and most perfect ever produced in Pennsyl-
vante The diaplay in this department is certaloly
very fine, Tables on tables are loaded down with an
overburdening lona of the Inrgest pears, poaches,
apples, ele,, tiateyo ever looked upon.

Another and perhaps the most eflcient cause is
the tncreasced care and Interest in the exhibition by
all the members and omleers of the soclety, 1o their
prduous exertions the pleased visitor is ladebted for
mogt of the pleasure which he experlences

The hall of the society has been nowts oowd up
expressly for this exhibition. T ruraler Dare
white walls have been handsou ¢ frescoed, and
graceful imitation columng now break the monotony
of the former Hlank spaces between the windows,
The paper imitation window curtains, wrinkled up
And torn by storms, winds, and hard service, have
been removod,  The effect s much hotter,

1'he decorations are In the Leal style, In front
of the hal), on the outklde, evergresn trimmings
and trees have been placed, while (nside the wood-
work 18 handgomely covered in many places, and
this (s in addition to the rich effect which the artl
cles on exhibition themselves glve.

The ornsmental urns and vased which graos the
front of the gallery have all been Diled with ever-
greens and growing plants, Hanglog baskets are
ghiown ih pro’usion everywhere, and flowers in pots
are placed in conventent locunlities A prominent
fenture in the deoorations of the waln foor I8 the
centre fountain, which has again been placed In

| position, which throws up its minlature stream lo-

cossantly, and in the basin of which numberiess
gold fsh disport themselves, aud minfature islands
ol rocks, stones, and tiny plants, fonnded on a firm
floating basis of cork, oifer a sale rotrest for what-
ever npumber of falries may choose to occnpy them,

The stage 15 filled witn o great vartety of plants,
and they are 5o sranged as o give the real eflect
of beantiiul scenes in natare,  The foor I8 entirely
govered with moss, rocks, plants, and the like, taste-
fully arranged, and on either side rise imitation hl'ls
covered with plants, and these are backed by the
palnted landscape sgene, Ia the ventre at the
furthest side is 8 beautiful imitation of a water-fall,
The water leaps from the edge of a pratty
high rock some distance into a pool beneath
and is lost among the bushes and shrubbery which
surround it. The plants at the sldes form a bower in
which will be concealed the chorus and orchestra,
which every evenlog during the continuance of the
exhibition will add additiopnal attractien by fine per-
formances. The chorus will constst of members of
our best private gocieties and clubs, who can thas
add to the entertainment without they themselves
F”i“'; through the ordeal of a pablic exhibition.
There will be about one hundred volees, and among
other things the great notional airs of Grermany,
Prance, and America will be sung. The Germaain
will supply the accompaniments, and also disconrse
music on thelr own account. One of these prome-
nade conceris will take place this evening.

The dispiay of rare plants, lowers, hougquetd, and
Noral designs 18 more extensive and beantifal than
nsual. Specimens may be seen from nearly every
garden to and near the city, and many have been
gent from quite a distunce, Some of the noral de-
glgns are quite eluborate, being over elght feel in
height, and the bougueta are mostly large enongh
to be unpleasant In one's buttonhole. 'T'ne grapes
are startling for fize and number. The specimens
sent by Robert Hamsey, gardener for B, J. Leedom,
of Germantown, are very noticeable, Terra-cotta
work for ornnmenting gardens and such places,
and for use in horticolture, may be found in

every variety from Gossin & DMcMahon's
works. The Valve Jor Company exhibit
speciinens of preserved fruits of all kinds, from

peaches down to cut corn and chestnats, A large
portion of one table 18 covered with fruit from Sat-
erthwalt, Jenkintown, I'a. Daniel Fergason, gar-
dener, oppositeé Laurel Hill, has a very complete
table of rare plants, Johu Plander, florist, No. 10
North Twelfth street, and Willlam Southwood, No,
17 North Bixth street, show (ne specimens of rustic
baskets and other out-of«door ware of the game
kind. Robert Buist's table is complete a8 usual, a8
{8 niso that wnminlnqlnw plauts from Mrs, Bald-
win's conservatory. ‘nere are very flne specimens
of fruit from Robert Barker, of Cheltenham town-
ship, Montgomery county, and quite a large number
from Ellwanger & Barry, of Rochester, N. Y.

The display of vegetubles 18, as Scott's dominie
would have saul, “prodigious,” Watermelons are
there almost as big a8 a house, and the sweet pota-
toes are pot much smaller. Egg-plants are of the
glge of footballs, and the cabbage heads can com-

are favorably with any that have ever been made
nto sourcrout. Altogether the exhibition, or har-
vest home, as the directors are pleased to oall it, is
as fine as could be wished, but & complete descrip-
tion of all its beanties at present would be more
than elther time or space will permit.

Many names of exhibitors have not been men-
tloned, but the l1st embraces ncarly all those inte-
rested n the subject, and the number of them Is
legion, A complete ldea of what can be seen at the
place can only be obtalned by a visit, It will cons

Bismarck's official report to King William,
dated at Douchery on the 2d instant, is pub-
lished here to-day. He recites at length the
interview held with the French Emperor ot
Bedan, which lasted for an hour. Napoleon
songht better conditions in the matter of capitu-
tion than had been offered at first by the Ger-
mans.

On this as a military point M. Bismarck re-
fused any discussion, but announced {o the
Emperor that he was quite willing and ready to
discuss questions looking to peace.

The Emperor replied that as he was a prisoner
that was impossible, but referred the Couunt to
the actual Government al Parls.

M. Bismarek said that the situation at Parls
offered no entering point for snch an overture.

The Emperor then proposed that the I'rench
army be allowed to pass the Belglan frontier
and there surrender its arms. This was also
refused.

The Emperor stated further that he deplored
the horrors of war, but thait he had yielded
wholly to the publiec opinlon in declaring war,
M. Bismarck accompanied the Emperor to
Bellevue, where General Wimpffen was at that
time negotiating with King William relative to
the capitulation.

The Emperor was not allowed to see the
King until the negotlations for tha surrender
were concluded. When these were finally an-
nounced they destroyed the Emperor's hope for
better terms. The French officers were then
dismissed on parole.

The Itallan Revelutlon—Address of General
Cordonnn.

FroreNEE, Sept. 12.—(Special to the N. Y.
Telegram.)—General Cordonna, in command of
the Itallan troops on the Papal frontier, has
issued a proclamation to the Romans in which
he assures them that he does not bring war to
them, but peaceé and order, leaving to the ad-
ministration full freedom of action. The inde-
pendence of the Holy See will not be molested.

The village of Hautefaye (Dordogne) has been the
theatre of a crime of #o hideous a character as to
remiind one of the of the Middle Ages,
Without ente into the detalls of the preliminary
incidents, it will suMce to state that a wealthy
landed proprietor, the ewner of the chatean
of Bretsgnes, one Sleur de Moneys d'Ordieres,
was burnt alive by the populace, under the
impression that he had cried out, “ Vive la Prusse!”
